The threatened coal famine which is

in tra'otit, which 
is 
worrying manufacturing institutions 
and the owners of steamboats will not 
cause any trouble in Benton Harbor. 


The faming will need be long drawn 
out to have any vffect upon this city. 
Not much coal is being used now by 
private parties here. 


Fred A. Hobbs, secretary of the 
Graham & Morton transiiortation com­ 
pany, reports that bis company has a 
trainload of coal on hand and is not at 
all nervous as their present supply will 
run their boats for some time. 


Will H. Poundstone, of the Benton 
Fuel company, .said: “I apprehend no 
difficulty In supplying our customers 
with all the coal they want. There is 
but little demand just now and we have 
several carloads in stock.” 


Alderman E. \V. Brown, of the Union 
ice and coal company, said that the de­ 
mand for coal was very light and his 
tirm had a good supply on hand. He 
predicted a local ice famine if the pre­ 
sent consignment of atmosphere from 
the torrid zone was continued for a 
month longer, while if it gets much 
hotter people will have no* use for coal. 


The Big Four railroad has only a 
limited supply of coal. The company 
uses twenty tons a day for coaling its 
engines at this place alone.

DRAIN W y j E BUILT. 


The Jury So Decides Regarding 
the Hickory Creek Water­ 
way. 


GREAT INDIGNATION SHOWN, 


Jurors Leave Baroda as Soon as 
Possible After the Verdict 
Is Rendered. 


Hickory Creek drain w-ill be built. 
The jury of 10 men, sworn to deter­ 
mine the necessity of Hickory Creek 
drain which traverses Lake and Wee- 
saw townships, and is seven miles in 
length, were unanimous in a verdict 
that the public health of that section of 
thecounty demanded the waterway and 
last night at Baroda reported their ver­ 
dict. 


Thejury deliberated in Shatter’s hall 
around which hundreds of the farmers 
who opposed the drain assembled last 
night, awaiting the result of the jury’s 
conference. When the verdict was an­ 
nounced the greatest indignation was 
manifested and the complaining farm­ 
ers cried that they were made the vic­ 
tims of the treachery of rich men. 
They intimated that the jurors were 
all rich land owners and had no com­ 
passion for the poor farmers whose 
property would be eaten up by the 
enormous taxes required to oulld the 
drain. 


On account of the intensity of the 
feeling of the {lopulation at Baroda the 
jurors concluded that it would be more 
comfortable for them elsewhere so they 
all boarded the lirst train leaving the 
village after rendering »iielr decision 
and went to .St. .loseph where today 
they are holding a conference in the 
jury room at the court house with a 
view to determining the amount of 
damage due the 
property 
holders 
*hrough who.se lands the drain passes 
are entitled to. They will rejjort their 
finding to Probate -ludge Van Riper 
for coniirmation. Here are the names 
of the jurors: .JacobBrenner, William 
Riner, George W. Rough, * George 
Searles, John B. Currier, Joel H. Gil­ 
lette, George F. Stewart, Jacob End- 
rick. Josiah Caldwell, Murion W. .Jen­ 
nings, William Stewart and/ B. H. 
Michael. 


The jurors, to acquaint themselves 
with the condition of the country tra­ 
versed by the drain. U*am|)ed over the 
seven miles course last Tuesday. AIt 
most the entire distance comprised a 
marsh into which the jurors sank to 
their knees. They were obliged to 
wear rubber boots and so difticult was 
the traveling that a day and one-half 
was required to cover seven miles. 


To those who have visited that sec­ 
tion of the country the necessity for 
the drain is apparent and although 
there are many indignant farmers as 
the result of the course the case has 
taken the majority in the neighbor­ 
hood of the waterway will be benefited. 


The contestants claim 
they will 
carry the case up to the supreme court, 
but as the decision of the present jury 
is linai there is a question of their 
being able to get another hearing.

with the request of senate leaders, who 
feared that the 
introduction of thia 
factor into the situation might cause a 
delay In the passage of the tariff bill, 
but thla postponement of the message 
does not mean its abandonment. “Its 
transmission to congress before 
the 
close of the special session is certain as 
anything can be,'* said a member of the 
cabinet yesterday aftempon. By today 
it will be ascertainied exactly w hat Tell- 
er and Ills combination will do in the 
event 0^ the message being sent in be­ 
fore the tariff bill is voted lipon and 
whether there Is any real danger that 
they would seize upon the message aa 
a pretext for hanging up the revenue 
measure as intimated. 


Hanna to Interview Teller. 


. Chairman Hanna, of the executive 
committee of the Indianapolis "sound 
money” 
convention, has taken upon 
himself the task of visiting Teller and 
others of the radical free silver con* 
tingent, and |r§ttlnjgr from them direct a 
statement of their Intentions. 
Hanna 
will not represent the administration in 
making this canvass, but he has under­ 
taken the job with the knowledge of 
President McKinley and Secretary Gage, 
and any information he may bring back 
will be thankfully received as authoii- 
tative. The belief Is held at the White 
House that these somewhat vague 
threats of opposition to the commission 
scheme mean less than it would appear, 
and that direct inquiry from those Nvho 
are expected to make trouble will dis­ 
close the fact th at the anta^^onism is 
more fancied than real. 


Bllnority 1« AbiintlHntly I<arg«. 


Some of the president's advisers are 
disconcerted at the apparent opposition 
which the currency commission project 
has met with, and they will not believe 
th at there is anything substantial be­ 
hind the clamor. It may be that this 
estimate is correct, 
but It looks as 
though they are to be disappointed. A 
commission at the suggestion of the 
president will be regarded by "all the 
factions of the opposition as a distinct­ 
ly administration 
measure, 
and 
all 
these elements are arraying themselves 
against It, with the exception possibly 
of the three “sound 
money" Demo­ 
crats in the senate. A careful canvass 
w arrants the conclusion th at If a vote 
could be reached a bill authorizing a 
currency commission would have a ma- 
ority of not less than three in the sen­ 
ate, but the strong opposition which has 
been aroused in that body is sure to 
prevent any action a t this special ses­ 
sion. 


In CiUM CongreM DotNi Nothing. 


If congress should fall to authorize 
the commission to be asked for, then 
the executive committee of the Indian­ 
apolis convention, representing the en­ 
tire constituency th at was behind th at 
convention, ewlll be called together for 
the purpose of appointing a commis­ 
sion of its own. The commission will 
meet either here, at Chicago, or in In ­ 
dianapolis very soon after congress ad­ 
journs. 
A commission thus 
created 
would have no oftlcial power or official 
standing, but Chairman H anna gives 
assuiunce that the administration is in 
sympathy with the Idea, and would be 
glad to receive assistance and advice 
from a strongly 
organized 
body of 
gentlemen known to represent the views 
of the diversified business Interests of 
the country on the question of reform 
currency. The commission^ and its work 
will be of a helpful kind and will not 
be looked upon by the administration 
as an instruslon or in any way offen­ 
sive.

WeStTERir BLOOD FOR THE NAVY. 


OfHcer Will Tour Weatern CltlM K>ooklng 
for **Am«rloau" Kaorulti. 
Washington, July 10.—The navy de 
partm ent is about to undertake to get 
more western blood In the navy, and to 
this end Lieutenant .Comntander J. M 
Hawley, with a surgeon and a boat­ 
swain, will start from W ashington next 
week on a tour of the larger western 
cities with a view to securing recruits. 
The first stop will be made at Duluth 
and then Chicago, Milwaukee, Toledo, 
Buffalo and other lake cities will be 
visited. The plan Is to open temporary 
recruiting offices in these places and 
secure for the navy as many of the 
lake sailors as possible. 
The depart­ 
ment came to realize the fact th at not 
a single vessel In the naval service had 
a full complement of ordlnax*y seamen 
and sailors, and th at men of the high 
standard desired by the navy could not 
be procured in sufficient numbers In the 
coast cities. 


Most of the sailors who man our w ar­ 
ships are from the coast cities, although 
recently some westerners 
have 
been 
drifting Into the service, and it was felt 
tftiat if thli movement could be stimu­ 
lated the navy would be benefited by 
securing a larger proportion of native 
American stock In its enlistment. Let 
ters received at the navy department 
showed that one obstacle to the entry of 
westerners Into the service was the fact 
that the men who were willing and anx­ 
ious to enter had not the means to reach 
the seaport cities where enllstm tnts are 
made.

It seenis to be the fact that crops In 
other countries are leas promising than 
usual and the demand for American 
wheat la supplemented even at this sea­ 
son by exports of 2.605,594 bushelfe of 
com, against 530,610 bushels for the same 
week last year. .

In coQsiderinf? the value to Bentoa 
Harbor and St. Joseph of the Big Four 
car ferry line, soon to be established, 
it must be remembered that the impor­ 
tance of the harbor will be increased, 
making it easier to get appropriations 
for harbor development. 


With the increase of freight tonnage 
which the water line premises to bring 
the commercial importance of thè St. 
Joseph harbor will advance wonder­ 
fully and the showing possible to make 
at Washington should have the effect 
of impressing the authorities there 
that money expended in harbor im­ 
provement here would be well invested. 


So far as the car ferry line having 
the effect of throwing out ofemaloy- 
ment many men who now live on the 
proceeds earned from loading 
and 
unloading boats there is no cause for 
alarm. 
With the increaise in business 
there must come a demand for labor 
and instead of decreasing the chance 
for employment the ferry line will in­ 
crease the opportunities of the laborer. 
The Graham & Morton transportation 
company will not go out of business be­ 
cause a car ferry line is to be operated 
between here and Manitowoc. 
The 
winter line of boats between this pprt 
l^nd Chicago and Milwaukee will con­ 
tinue to be operated. 
The boats last 
winter did not depend entirely on the 
Big Pour railway con^any’s business 
for their patronage. The operation of 
a winter freight line across the lake 
was an ex^rim ent last season, but new 
as the undertaking was there was a 
profit in it for the transportation com­ 
pany and with a continuance of the 
enterprise there naturally must follow 
a gradual increase in business. The 
loss, therefore, of the Big Four’s busi­ 
ness will be made up in new business, 
and the stevedores who were occupied 
last 
winter in 
unloading the big 
freighters will not find themselves 
without employment this winter. 


The^Graham <& Morton transportation 
company has not indicated any alarm 
over the Big Four’s ferry line project 
and this fact may reasonably be accept­ 
ed as demoostrating that the company 
is not anticipating a severe blow to its 
business. As long as lake commerce 
continues there will be a demand for 
steamboats, and the Graham & Morton 
line of steamers will always be an im­ 
portant factor in the commercial inter­ 
ests of Benton Harbor and St. Joseph.

Sir Samuel Baker, in his “ Wild 
Beasts, *’ says that the power of the jawf 
at the orocodile is terrific. Once he had 
the metal of a large hook, the thickness 
el ordinary telegraph wire, completely 
bent together, the barbed point being 
pressed tightly against the shank and 
I rendered useless. This compression was 
caused by the snap of the jaws when 
aeiaing a live duck, which he had used 
as a bait, the hook being fastened be­ 
neath one wing. On one occasion he 
found a fish weighing 70 pounds bitten 
clean through as if divided by a knife. 
This, again, was the work of a snap 
from the jaws of a crocodile. M. Paul 
Bert once made experiments on the 
strength of a crocodile’s jaws by means 
of a dynamometer. He found that a 
cro<x}dile weighing 130 pounds exerted 
a force of 1108 pounds in closiugbis jaw. 
The lion has an enormous jaw power. 
On one occasion an African traveler 
pushed the butt end of his gun into a 
lion's mouth, and the pressure of the 
jaws cracked it as though it had been 
struck by a steam hammer.

Dolan 
and W arner in regard to the situation 
f of the movement, and It was demonstra­ 
ted that the suspension was pmctlcally 
geneml in the competitive bituminous 
coal dlstiict, extending also to Keintucky 
and Tennessee, excepting a few points 
in West Virginia. 


Went VirKinlH Ne«»dN A ttention. 


“It w'as realized that the situation In 
West Virginia required attention, in or­ 
der that the suspension should become 
absolutely general and success assured. 
W ith that object in view, action was 
i^commended by President Gompers, of 
the American Federation of Lal^r, and 
ft was determined upon to overcome 
this feature of the contest. It was also 
determined that every effort be made 
on the part of those present to secure 
^he co-operation and practical aid of or- 
' ^^nlzed labor for the struggling miners. 
11 the clrcumstancse 
warranted 
the 
rm convlctlcti that the miners will ultt- 
ately achieve victory, and to this end 
the aid of labor and the sj-mpathetlc 
public Is Invoked. 


Good W«»r«l .«iMid for A rliltratlon. 
“Conscious of the great interest which 
the public has in a contest sowldespread 
as that of the miners, It gl\"es us great 
satisfaction to know that the miners 
have not been and are not now opposed 
to arbltratloA. We therefore urge and 
• advise that a conference beheld by rep- 
resentsitlvea of the miners and operator» 
"With the view of arriving at a settlement 
of the present suspension.” An organized 
effort to secure a general suspension of 
mining In West Virginia was decided 
upon. After a thorough canvass of the 
irttuatlon it was unanimously agreed 
th at the West Virginia miner» held the 
key to the situation and without their 
united support the succeii»of the general 
movement would l>e greatly Jeopardized. 


H ow They Will €>o About It. 


In furtherance of this determination 
the officials present pledged themselves 
^to send into this field a full quota of the 
best organizers In their several asso­ 
ciations. 
After adjournment, In re­ 
sponse to the question whether a 2 per 
cent, assessment on all organized labor 
would l>e made, President Dolan said 
"lie thought such action would eventual­ 
ly be taken. He would not admit, how- 
‘«ver, that the m atter of assessment had 
been considered at last night’s confer­ 
ence, or that questions of a general 
sympathetic strike had been discussed.

The 8|irprlilng Image« That Sometí 
Show After a Plate !• Developed. 


It is no uncommon experience to find 
npon now plates certain images for 
which there seems no possible explana­ 
tion, their startling and unaccountable 
appearance being‘*wropt in mistry,” 
causing astonishment not unmixed with 
nncanny feeling. A gentleman made 
an exposure npon the interior of a 
friend’s house. He was doubtful of the 
time and proceeded to develop for un­ 
der exposure. To his^great surprise the 
plate developed quickly, and to his 
greater snrprise the image was an in­ 
terior quite different from that upon 
which he had exposed. The plate was 
from a fresh box and could not possibly 
have had a previous exposure. 


Another instance of the kind, having 
quite a sensational and tragic ending, 
is on record. An exposure was made 
npon a view having a river in the fore­ 
ground. The photographer, while de­ 
veloping this peculiar plate, was per­ 
fectly astounded by an appearance 
which he had not seen while taking the 
photograph, and for which he could in 
no way account On completing the 
development there was plainly reveal­ 
ed in the foreground of the picture the 
figure of a woman, apparently floating 
upright in the water. Mot many weeks 
after, to complete the mystery, the body 
of a woman was found in the river at 
the exact spot where the photograph 
had been taken. 


Again, not long since, the daily pa­ 
pers were agitated over the account of 
a traveling photographer who, upon 
making an exposure upon the exterior 
of a reputed haunted hopse. discovered 
at one of the windows a portrait of the 
murdered man tlirough whom tha 
house had gained its evil name. In an­ 
other case three distinct images, having 
no connection one with the other, were 
impressed upon a single film. The plate 
was exposed upon a garden in the even 
ing—nothing remarkable being seen» 
but when placed in the developer a 
man’s hat of old fashioned shape, a 
child’s dress and a dog were distrib­ 
uted over the image of the garden. 


Snch mysterious images were more 
common iu the days of wet plates than 
now. A few years back Professor Bur­ 
ton investigated the matter. Upon trac­ 
ing back the history of tiie glass he 
found that it had been used for other 
films, and that the images which ap 
pear^ undoubtedly arose from the re­ 
mains of previous imagea The old 
glass was thus proved to be the source 
of the ghôsts; it only deepened the soi 
entifio mystery, while it cleared away 
the supernatural. The glass traced by 
Burton bad been washed for., some 
weeks, immersed in strong nitric acid, 
and eveiy means taken to insure ehem- 
ical cleanliness, yet iu spite of all this 
enough energy remained latent to form 
a developable image upon the new film, 
whether by ohemioal or physical force 
remains to be discovered. A complete 
solution of the difficulty would prob> 
ably throw considerable light upon the 
nature of the photographic images in 
general. At least, it seems to indioate 
that light is not absolutely essential iu 
the formation of latent images in 
sensitive film.—American Journal of 
Photography.
